HOW SHE SAYS SHOOTING OCCURRED 


Reese and Luckie Testify and Corrob- 
orate Her Testimony—She Swore 
That She Fired at Williams 
To Frighten Him and 
He Was Killed. 


Yorkville, S. C., November 10.—(Special.)— 
Called to the witness stand for the second 
tjme during |the Reese-Anderson-Luckie 
murder trial, Mrs. Ellen Anderson confessed 
to the killing of Charles T. Williams, tak- 
ing the entire burden of the charge on her- 
self, and told a remarkable story of why 


‘she killed him and of their relations. 
. ‘After putting up several witnesses the 
} defense called Mrs. Ellen Anderson to the 


stand. 

She sat calm and composed, but her face 
Was pallid when called on and it was sev- 
eral moments before she moved. 

Assisted by Colonel Youmans, on one side, 
and her sister, Mrs. Calloway, who has all 
the while been clinging to her with the ten- 
derest solicitude, on the other, with falter- 
ing step she presented herself to be sworn. 
"Phe examination ‘was conducted by Colo-

the : ory of her life. She said she was born 
October 7, 1870. Her father, Nathan Luckie, 
died in December, 1878, and after remaining 
a widow for seven years, her mother mar- 
ried Dr. Patterson, of Demorest, Ga. 

The witness was married to Robert A. 
Anderson on October 19, 1888. She first be- 
came acquaipted with Charles T. Williams 
in Tunnell Hill, Ga., where both put their 
letters in the Presbyterian church at the 
same time. Williams was the cause of her 
downfall and afterwards hounded her with 
thé tHreat that he would ruin her reputation 
and cause her to give up her baby. 

‘At this point Mrs. Anderson covered her 
face with her handkerchief and broke out 
crying. 

‘Was Charlies T. Williams in Blacksburg 
on the night of February 6th?’’ asked Colo- 
nel Youmans. _ 

“He was, sir,’”’” Mrs. Anderson answered. 

In answer to questions Mrs. Anderson eaid 
she thhad received notes from Williams dur- 
ing the day. These were the notes that 
have already been published. His notes 
were burned as soon as they were read. 
The last one, which was received at about 
2p. m., was, in substance: 

“You need not think I am going away 
from here without seeing you. You may as 
well understand that Iam going to see you 
before I leave, and you need not make any 
fuss about it.’’ 

Why She Shot Williams. 

Mrs. Anderson was asked several other 
questions, 

“At 9:30 o’clock where were you?” the 
attorney finally asked. 

“In my room just ready for bed,” she re- 
plied. “My brother had just ben in the 
room after his lamp, and took it out to 
fill it. Shortly before that I heard a noise 
at ‘tthe window blind. Then three or four 
minutes afterwards I heard somebody walk- 
ing up on the piazza. I thought it was my 
brother. The room door opened and as I 
started to speak I recognized the intruder 
as Charles T. Williams.”’ 

“What did he say?” asked the lawyer. 

“Ie asked, ‘Where is Dan?’ I said to 
him: ‘I told you not to come in here. What 
do you mean?’ Then I seized my revolver, 
near by, and pointing it at him told him to 
leave. He backed out of the room. 

“Barefooted, I followed him on out into 
the street. I could not see him, but heard 
him going across the bridge directly across 
the street, as if running. I thought to 
frighten him and fired my pistol at right 
angle up the street. At the first shot the 
pistol jumped and the bullet went into the 
ground. I was apprehensive that I might 
shoot myself and taking the pistol in both 


hands I fired two shots at random. Before |

She was fearfully distressed about it, and 
did not know what*to do. 

The witness advised her to tell it, but she 
reasoned that on account of the illness of 
herself and Foster, for her to go to fail 
would be the death of both. He suggested 
that she give bond, but she did not know 
anybody who would go on it. Afterwards 
when the witness found that suspicion was 
resting on him he advised Mrs. Anderson 
of his intention to tell the whole story. 
She pleaded with him and moved to pity 
by her swollen eyes and distressed condi- 
tion, he finally decided to take the blame 
himself and leave the country. He would 
have allowed himself to be arrested except 
for two reasons. In the first place he was 
afraid of the mob, which would listen to 
nothing but his guilt, and then again he 
did not relish the idea of lying in jail until 
the next court. 

On the cross-examination Reese was con- 
fused occasionally and sometimes he could 
not be positive. Once or twice he refused 
to answer. On the point, however, that his 
relations with Mrs. Anderson had always 
been perfectly proper, he was certain. 

The pistol with which Mrs. Anderson is 
alleged to have done the killing was put in 
evidence by the defense. In reply the state 
introduced the bullet that had been taken 
out of the dead man’s body along with one 
that had been forced through the barrel 
of Mrs. Anderson’s pistol. It will be claim- 
ed that the rifling is different. 

Yesterday the state laid the foundation 
to contradict Mrs. Roberts, sister of Reese, 
in the assertion that she had not stated 
to several ladies that she had all along 
feared that Mrs. Anderson would get Reese 
in trouble. 

Mrs. O. A. Osborne was put up to testify 
on this point, but her testimony was ruled 
out as incompetent. 

R. L. Edmondson, traveling passenger 
agent for the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and Dr. J. P. Clemmons, of Atlanta, 
Ga., testified as to the good reputation of 
R. A. Anderson for veracity. 

Public interest in the case has been 
wrought to a high pitch. 

It is understood that-both sfdes have de- 
tectives employed to keep them thoroughly 
informed as to all developments.

ORDER FOR RELEASE WAS ISSUED 
YESTERDAY’ MORNING. 


Prominent English Physicians Sug- 
gest Her Freedom After Exam- 
ing Her Condition. 


London, November 10.—Mr. Bernard Abra- 
hams, solicitor for the defense in the case 
of Mrs. W. M. Castle, of San Francisco, 
who upon pleading guilty of shoplifting was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, 
received a communication from Sir Mat- 
thew W. Ridley, thome secretary, last even- 
ing, stating that in consideration of her 
mental condition and other circumstances, 
Mrs. Castle would be discharged and re- 
stored to the care of her husband today, 
and Mr. Castle, accordingly, went to the 
Wormwood Scrubbs prison this morning 
and tock his wife away. 

It is officially stated at the home office 
that after receiving reports on Mrs. Cas- 
tle’s condition, from Dr. Scott, the phy- 
sician in charge of the hospital at Hollo- 
way jail, Dr. Palmore, of the Wormwood 
Scrubbs prison, and Dr. Nicholson, of the 
Broadmorse lunatic asylum, all of whom ex- 
amined the wceman physically and men- 
tally, the home secretary ordered her re- 
lease, her husband undertaking to convey 
her back to America with the least possi- 
bly delay. 

Secretary Olney has sent this morning 
the fcllowing cablegram by Ambassador 
Bayard: 

‘Mrs. Castle released. Leaves for Amer- 
ica in her husband’s custody.” 

Mr. Castle has conveyed to the Southern 
Associaied Press, through Solicitor Abra- 
hams, an expression of his thorough ap- 
preciation of the determined fight in be- 
half of Mr;:. Castle and himself made by 
the newspapers in America, 

Mr. Castle said that he was prohibited 
by his solicitor from speaking further on 
the subject in consequence of the desire of 
the English authorities that their action in 
releasing Mrs. Castle shall obtain. as little 
rublicity and as small a degree of discus- 
sion as possible. 

The release of Mrs. Castle is attributed 
prectically to the personal influence of 
United States Ambassador Bayard.

“Foreign Office, July 3, 1896.—Sir: I have 
to acknowledge your excellency’s dispatch 
of June 15th, inclosing a note from Mr. Ol- 
ney, in which he explains the reasons that 
induce the government of the United ‘States 
to withhold their assent from the proposals 
with respect to the Venezuelan frontier 
ccentained in my dispatch of the 22d of May. 

“The arguments by which Mr. Olney sup- 
ports this view will receive the careful 
consideration of her majesty’s government, 
I am not now writing to you for the pur- 
pose of discussing them. My object in ad- 
dressing your excellency is to point out that 
in a matter of some importance, Mr. Olney— 
owing doubtless to the inadequacy of my 
own explanation—has misapp¢echended the 
purport of the provosal which I had the 
honor to make to him. He states that ‘if 
appears to be a fundamental condition that 
the boundary line, decided to be the true 
one by the arbitrators, shall not operate 
upon territory bona fide occupied by a4 
British subject—shall be deflected in every 
case so as to make such territory part of 
British Guiana.’

‘The claim of Venezuela is so far-reaching 
that it brings into question interests and 
rights which cannot properly be disposed 
of by an unrestrictedyarbitration. It ex- 
tends as far as the Essequibo; it covers 
two-thirds of the colony of British Guiana; 
it impeaches titles which have been un- 
questioned for many generations. These 
districts must be treated separately, and 
until further inquiry has thrown more light 
upon the matter, it is only by reserving the 
settled districts generally that this can be 
done,

are deeply cheBished by them, special pre- 
cautions against any miscarriage of justice 
are required, of which I have indicated the

He Went Out for a Hunt and Never 
Came Back. 


HIS DOG BRINGS THE NEWS 


The Animal Comes Back Alone and 
Causes Great Excitement. 


THE MAN CARRIED OFF A DANGEROUS GUN 


He Is Thought To Be Dead and 
Searching Parties Will Be 
Organized Today. 


William Waters, a young man twenty- 
five years of age, a tinner by profession, 
and who lives at the junction of Peters and 
Walker streets, is thought by his family 
to be lying dead in some deserted field near 
Westview cemetery. 

Waters left his home early yesterday 
morning for a hunt, He stated to his wife 
that he would be out not longer than sun- 
set, and that he was going out beyond 
Westview to kill some birds. 

He took with him an old double-barreled, 
breech-loading shotgun, which had not 
been used in some time, and is known as 
a dangerous weapon. 

Last night Mrs. Waters began to grow 
uneasy about her husband’s return. She 
stood in the doorway watching for him, 
and in a few minutes the dog which accom- 
panied her husband in the morning walked 
in. Instead of being with his master as 
usual, the animal was alone. 

Waters had been hunting with this dog 
often before, and this is the first time it 
has ever come back without him, 

Notified the Police. 

Mrs. Waters became immediately alarmed 
and telephoned to the station house to 
know if the police had seen her husband. 
The city was scoured for the miss'ng man 
last night, but he could not be found. 

Waters suffers sometimes from severe 
cramps, which render him perfectly help- 
less. His wife is of the opinion he has 
either met with some accident with the gun, 
or has been atfacked again by the dreadful 
malady. 

Mrs. Waters was almost prostrated last 
night from anxiety. She sat up and waited 
for her husband to return until early this 
morning, but he never came. Excitement 
in that neighborhood is high, and if Wat- 
ers does not put in an appearance early 
this morning, searching parties will be or- 
ganized and the fields scoured for the miss- 
ing man, 

Waters is known as a sober man, and is 
not inclined to dissipation. The officials 
are inclined to believe that something of a 
serious nature happened to him. 

Today’s investigations may bring for- 
ward some startling sensations. 


HARTRIDGE IS STILL GUARDED 


SAVANNAH BROKER HAS NOT 
BEEN SENT TO JAIL YE%. 


Attempt To Settle the Charges Against 
the Major Have Been Started 
and Still Hang Fire. 


Savannah, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
Major A. L. Hartridge, who is under arrest 
on a charge of raising Southwestern rail- 
road stock certificates, is still confined at 
his home, where he is guarded by an offi- 
cer, who has the two warrants charging 
forgery. He was still too sick to be re- 
moved to the jail, though it was said this 
course might be pursued today. 

Efforts were made today by friends and 
relatives of the defendant to bring about 
a settlement of the cases with the Ger- 
mania bank and National Bank of Savan- 
nah. Propositions were made, it is under- 
stood, but so far no action has been taken 
in regard to them. 

A new feature of the case is the state- 
ment that one of the transactions may re- 
sult in a suit by one of the banks against 
a Savannah merchant, who held the script. 
The gentleman in question was put on no- 
tice Wednesday that it was a forgery by 
the transfer agent of the Southern railway, 
and Friday he turned it over to Major Hart- 
ridge, who paid the money and attached it 
to his draft on Messrs. Simon, Borg & Co., 
of New York. The bank in question, which 
paid the money on the draft, claims that 
this party should have put the public on 
notice that the script was a forgery be- 
fore letting it go out of his hands, other- 
wise he is legally responsible for the loss. 
Unless the cases are settled, the question 
it likely to go into the courts. 


HENRY WHITE IS INDICTED. 


Young Man Who Helped His Father 
To Kill Three Policemen To Be 
Tried for His Life. 


Columbus, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
The Muscogee grand jury, in session today, 
returned a true bill against young Henry 
White, charging him with murder. Only 
a few witnesses were examined, and on the 
direct testimony thus obtained the grand 
jury indicted the young man for murder. 

White’s trial will begin next Monday, 
that day having been set for it. The court- 
room will doubtless be crowded during its 
progress, as the entire community is deep- 
ly interested in the outcome of the case. 
The murder of the policemen, in which 
young White took part, assisting his fa- 
ther, was one of the most horrible tragedies 
ever enacted in Georg'a. 

Among the other true bills returned by 
the grand jury was one against Fort Mc- 
Leroy, a young white man arrested a 
month or two ago on the charge of arson. 
It was charged by the police that McLeroy 
fired his home on Sixteenth street, for the 
insurance. This made the third time that 
residences occupied by McLeroy had been 
fired, and both of the previous fires looked 
suspicious. The penalty for arson is death.

After adjournment there was much gos- 
sip to the effect that the governor would 
withdraw, but how much truth there is to 
the report no one can attempt to say. A 
number of legislators predicted that the 
governor would retire from the race before 
the caucus meets tomorrow afternoon. But 
no expression of this intention has come 
from the governor or from any of his 
closest supporters. 

The Candidates Hopeful. 

The friends of the other candidates were 

in a hopeful mood last night after ad- 
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journment. Both Captain Howell and Mr. 
Clay were confident. The friends of each 
of these gentlemen are enthusiastic and all 
claim victory. Mr. Lewis’s friends are still 
hopeful and confident and say that their 
man is the winner. Mr. Lewis has held his 
own pretty well, and his lieutenants are 
still keeping their eyes fixed on the final 
ballot. They believe that out of the mixed 
condition of affairs victory may come to 
their man, 

The situation at present closely resembles 
a deadlock. The legislators were anxious 
to reach a solution of the race last night, 
but found no feasible plan of settlement. 
None of the candidates was willing to with- 
draw, and each was hopeful. 

The legislators fear a deadlock; many 
predict one. The indications yesterday were 
that the voting would go on for several 
days without result, but the adjournment 
today and the consequent leisure that will 
fall to the members and the candidates may 
evolve a satisfactory solution of the prob- 
lem.

The legislators will be plied with all the in- 
fluences which the candidates can muster, 
and every possible effort will be made to 
win the senatorial prize. The impression 
prevails, however, that the time for can- 
vassing the legislators, except in the in- 
terest of a compromise, is past. The 
legislators have all taken their stand. The 
fight against another election has been 
whipped. All that remains to be done is 
for the other candidates to settle the race 
among themselves. 


The Sessions Yesterday. 

The two branches of the legislature. will 
again vote for a senator today. They will 
vote as they did yesterday, each legislator 
selecting a candidate from his county. This 
will be repeated again tomorrow morning. 
The legislators hope that when the vote 
comes on Friday morning they will have a 
choice to present to the legislature. 

In the meantime, the battle royal will

We are “sick and tired’ of reading the 
mild protests of our contemporaries 
agginst the action of Governor Atkinson 
in his persistent effort to secure the Unit- 
ed States senatorship, and if successful, to 
precipitate another gubernatorial election 
upon the people of Georgia, just after they 
have exhausted all the available demo- 
cratic resources to secure his election to 
the governorship. 

We are opposed to giving the governor so 
much free advertising, but feel that it is 
our duty to add our mite to what others 
have said, and protest a little more strong- 
ly than some others again his promotion.

Nothing in this lan- 
guage intimates that anything less than @ 
complete boundary line is to be the out- 
come of the plan suggested. 

“The discussion is, however, hardly worth 
pursuing. If Lord Salisbury did not make 
his meaning clear in the dispatch of May 
22d, he certainly is entitled to make it clear 
now. There is another part of the dispatch 
which seems to me of more importance and 
upen which I wish to base an inquiry, “The 
Venezuela claim,’ it is said, ‘is so far-Peach- 
ing that it brings into question interests 
and rights which cannot properly be dis- 
posed of by an unrestricted arbitration. It 
extends as far as the Essequibo; it cov- 
ers two-thirds of the colony of British Gui- 
ana, cannot be regarded as being of itself 
an insuperable obstacle to unrestricted 
arbitration. But ‘the objection that the 
Venezuelan claim ‘impeaches titles which 
have been unquestioned for many genera- 
tions’ is undoubtedly of the most weighty 
character. 

“The inquiry I desire to put, therefore, is 
this: Can it be assumed that her majesty’s 
government would submit to unrestricted 
arbitration ‘the whole of the territory in 
dispute, provided it be a rule of the arbi- 
tration, embodied in the arbitral agreement, 
that territory which has been in the exclu- 
sive, notorious and actual use and occu- 
pation of either party for two generations, 
or say for sixty years, shall be held by the 
arbitrators to be the territory of such par- 
ty? In other. words, will her majesty’s 
government assent to unrestricted arbitra- 
tion of all the territory on controversy fixed 
by agreement of the parties in advance at 
sixty years? 

“I inclose a copy of the dispatch for Lord 
Salisbury’s use. I should be glad to have 
its substance tranmitted by cable, that it 
may be published with the other corre- 
spondence on the 18th instant.

Time Was Made Fifty Years Ago. 

Secretary Olney’s-suggestion of sixty 
years as the period for acquisition of title 
to property led to a counter proposal from 
Lord Salisbury to reduce the ‘time to twen- 
ty, which was the term common in the 
United States, or to twenty-one § years, 
which was common law in England. 

Venezuela, however, would not consent 
to this nor did Secretary Olney entertain 
the suggestion for such a reduction. Con- 
siderable discussion finally resulted in a 
virtual agreement on fifty years as the pe- 
riod. Fifty years would fully satisfy Ven- 
ezuela and would practically make the ar- 
bitration unrestricted, as nearly ail the 
British aggressions have taken place since 
that time, Schomburgk’s line having been 
drawn wholly within that period.

Judge Berry had just anounced that 
court would take a few minutes recess. 
Colonel Reuben Arnold and Deputy Sheriff 
Green had been sitting together. As they 
left their seats they were talking to each 
other in excited tones. 

*“You’re a liar,’’ said Colonel Arnold, his 
face white with anger and his lips quivering 


with passion. 
Instantly Deputy Sheriff Green struck 


Colonel Arnold a stinging blow is the face. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold saw the officer strike 
his father and sprang to his feet. - 

Mr. Lowry Arnold, who was sitting near 
by, sprang to his father’s aid. 

The courtroom was in a turmoil of con- 
fusion. The gavel of the bailiffs and the 
voice of the judge were lost in the noise of 
moving chairs and shuffling feet. 

Colonel Arnold struck back at Mr. Green, 
leaving a red lump that showed plainly 
where he had landed upon his antagonist. 

Other licks passed and then the combat- 
ants were separated and order was restored. 

(Mutual apologies followed and Colonel Ar- 
nold and his sons shook hands with Mr. 
Green, stating they exceedingly regretted 
the misunderstanding. Mr. Green said he 
was sorry the fight had occurred and cer- 
tainly bore his antagonists no hard feel- 
ing or malice. 

Colonel Arnold’s left cheek was red from 
the blow ‘he had received.

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In 1863, there were only sixty-six post- 
oftices in the United States which came 
within the free delivery system. Today 
there are 627. In 1863, 685 carriers 
were employed in a service that now re- 
quires 12,834. As every town must 
possess a certain population before it 
can lay claim to the free delivery sys- 
tem, these figures may be taken as a 
fair indication of urban growth during 
the period they cover. 
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What Will the Outcome Be? 

A republican exchange remarks that 
“the indorsement of the gold standard 
by the people will restore confidence, 
increase business and give the country 
prosperity.”’ 

That remains to be seen. It is to be 
expected that a great many men who 
were afraid of the results of free coin- 
age will be more confident and enthusi- 
astic for a little while than they would 
have been if Mr. Bryan had been elected. 
It is matural that there should be a spir- 
it in business and prices fora few 
months. But how long will it last? On 
the answer to that question depends the 
failure or the success of Mr. McKinley’s 
administration. 

For nearly four years the people of 
the country have had the hardest of 
hard times under the gold standard. 
But if they should now have four years 
of prosperity, such as we were begin- 
ning to enjoy in 1802, then that fact 
would prove that the lack of prosperi- 
ty which we have been compelled to en- 
dure is not attributable to the gold 
standard. It would prove the falsity of 
the economic axiom that prosperity—that 
is to say, good prices and an increasing 
volume of trade—is not dependent on 
the volume of money in circulation, or 
on the volume of redemption money. 

So far as The Constitution is con- 
cerned, although it is profoundly im- 
pressed with the facts and arguments 
that give life to the silver question, it 
would much rather see the country pros- 
perous than to see verified the predic- 
tions based on the bimetallic argument. 
If the gold standard will bring prosper- 
ity to the country, increase prices, en- 
large profits, add to the volume of trade, 
promote our indusfrial progress, give 
employment to idle labor and better 
wages to those who til, The Constitu- 
tion will gladly confess that the ex- 
perience of the world heretofore has giv- 
en rise to illogical conclusions. 

For there has never been but one ar- 
gument against the gold standard and 
in favor of the restoration of silver— 
namely: The contention that the gold 
standard does not promote the general 
prosperity. If the experience of the 
next few years should prove that the 
gold standard does promofe prosperity, 
we shall hasten to make confession of 
error; for the sole end and aim of our 
efforts in behalf of the restoration of 
Silver have been ba&Sed on the sincere 
belief that the gold standard is bad for 
the country and the people, and that real 
prosperity can be achieved only when 
there is a plentiful and an increasing 
supply of redemption money at hand to 
enable the people to tramsact an increas- 
ing volume of business. 

Should Mr. McKinley’s administration 
prove that prosperity does not depend 
on the money supply, we shall welcome 
the fact not only because of the physi- 
cal result, but because it will be a re- 
markable addition to the world’s knowl-

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The Iridescent Mr. Ingglls. 
From the embers of republican defeat 
in Kansas comes the plaintive and pa- 
thetic wail of ex-Senator John J. Ingalls, 
The result of the election in that state, 
so far as it affects the political ambi- 
tion of the iridescent statesman, is in 
the nature of a just retribution. Mr. In- 
galls has always been at heart a firm 
believer in the principle of bimetallism 
and never until the late campaign has 
he failed to own that conviction with 
pride. Scarcely a speech has been made 
on the free coinage side of the money 
question in the late campaign which be- 
gins to compare in point of venom with 
the scathing satire and abuse heaped 
by Mr. Ingalls upon the money power a 
few years back. As a friend of silver in 
those days, the Kansas statesman was 
not only conspicuous but irrepressible. 

In view of his record on the money 
question the gold plank of the St. Louis 
platform rather staggered the erstwhile 
senator and he was forced to deliberate 
forsome time before reaching a conclu- 
sion. Finally he decided the vexed ques- 
tion against his own former record and 
in favor of the St. Louis platform. In 
the struggle between principle and par- 
ty allegiance, principle was forced to 
step aside. Having made up his mind 
to swallow the platform in spite of the 
money plank which it contained, the ex- 
senator, with his shrewd instinct, plain- 
ly saw that it would do his senatorial 
aspirations no good to antagonize the 
free coinage sentiment in Kansas, and 
he resolved to say as little on the money 
question as possible. He refused _ to 
serve the national committee and made 
no speeches outside of his own state. 

Since the democrats ¢arried the day 
in Kansas last week the ex-senator is 
placed in a most embarrassing position. 
His allegiance to the St. Louis platform 
renders him a back number, so far as the 
senatorial race is concerned, and com- 
pletely wilts the plume of his aspira- 
tions. 

Such, indeed, is the plight of the ex- 
senator that he finds but little consola- 
tion in the triumph of his party in the 
nation. Although he voted the repubii- 
can ticket and espoused the party plat- 
form, he did so in a spirit which was 
wholly without enthusiasm and which 
bordered closely upon a protest. In the 
distribution of federal prizes, therefore, 
it is hardly safe to assume that such a 
perfunctory service as the one which 
Mr. Ingalls has rendered his party is apt 
to be rewarded. 

From present indication the ex-sen- 
ator is likely to be without a job for 
some time to come; but should fortune 
favor him in the near future it will not 
be with a seat in the United States sen- 
ate. So far as his ambition to figure in 
that high forum is concerned, it is likely 
to prove nothing more than a mere iri- 
descent dream. 
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Mr. Hanna wants no office. He sim- 


ply desires to remain the general su- 
perintendent of affairs.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Emperor William of Germany is just 
at present engaged in a stupendous under- 
taking. In the city of Berlin, which is 
noted for its handsome structures, he is 
supervising the erection of two public 
buildings which bid fair to rival the col- 
ossal monuments of Ninevah and Babylon, 
One of these structures is the new Luth- 
eran cathedral, which is designed in the 
shape of a Greek cross. The dome, it is 
said, will eclipse that of St. Peter’s at 
Rome.

state. The colonel was telling tales yes- 
terday about his western life. 

“Yes, I may consider myself a western 
man to all intents and purposes,” Colonel 
Bartow said. “It is now twenty-seven 
years since I left old Georgia. I have edit- 
ed papers on the western frontier from 
Fort Brown, on the Gulf of Mexico, to 
Boise City, Idaho. I went to Colorado in 
1879 and had the honor of editing the Lead- 
ville Democrat through the hurrah days 
We had some lively times in the great car- 


| bonate camp in those days. 


“T took charge of the editorial department 
of The Democrat on the 23d day of July, 
1879. It was 4 p. m. when I went to the 
office and next morning’s paper reported 
five first-class. ‘stiffs’ for the day’s work, 
Three men were killed in two rows—plain 
fights. One miner blundered into an aban- 
doned shaft and had his ‘light’ put out in 
that convenient way, and another fell back 
into the ladle of hot slag. j 

"We sold twenty-three hundred copies 
extra of the paper next morning. Indeed 
Leadville was a fast, pushing town, and it 
took quite a level-headed man to keep up 
with the tremendous pace that people went 
at. It was no easy task to satisfy the cli- 
entage of The Democrat, because there was 
at the time I speak of a larger per cent of 
university men and college graduates in 
that population than any other of similar 
number I have ever seen, No, sir, they 
didn’t wear frills—plain: California duck 
clothing was the rule, But there was a 
magnificent amount of manhood appareled 
in that way. 

“In 1891 I went to western Colorado to 
Grand Junction and took charge of The 
Daily Star. After a few years 
or in 1893 I went to Provo, Utah, and bought 
The Daily Dispatch, which I edited until 
the last months of the year 1895. 

“The Mormon people do not differ ma- 
terially from the people here, except in 
their pecullar religious ideas. There are 
good and bad Mormons, just as there are 
good and bad people here. The good Mor- 
mons are very good, but the bad ones are 
‘out of sight’ in meanness. The Mormons 
know very little about politics on national 
lines, and their devotion to political parties 
and principles is not very profound. No 
Mormon holds a political sentiment which 
he is not ready to. lay down at the bid- 
ding of his religious leader, or trade for 
any other commodity of sufficient value to 
tempt his cupidity. 

The government of Utah, under territorial 
forms, was a theocracy, a government by 
the church and for the church exclusively, 
and since the admission of Utah the people 
have not had sufficient time to ‘catch on’ to 
politics as you understand them here, and 
they do some very grotesque and wonder- 
ful things. ’ 

“The masses of the people are honest, 
but they are so completely under the sway 
of their religious leader that their voting 
is very much as that of one man. That is, 
all the republicans have the same senti- 
ments and preferences, and all of the dem- 
ocrats differ in no whit from their repub- 
lican friends. So you see that Mormon poli- 
tics muke one very tired sometimes unless 
the church has a man in the race in whose 
fate it is interested. Then there is life in 
the campaign. 

“The Mormons are, as a rule, honest and 
fair-minded, but in a few years I expect 
to see them swayed by about the same in- 
fluences that democrats in Georgia are 
swaying or republicans in Massachusetts 
are,

New Office Created. 


Savannah, Ga., November 10.—The ad- 
journed annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Company 
was held here today, the following directors 
being elected for the ensuing year: 

H. M. Comer, of Savannah; John M. Egan, 
who comes from Marquette, Mich., to Sa- 
varnah: E. P. Howell, of Atlanta; U. B. 
Harrold, of Americus; G. M. Williams, of 
Columbus; J. F. Hanson and S. R. Jacques, 
of Macon; Patrick Walsh, of Augusta; 
George J. Mills, Joseph Hull and A. Veters, 
of Savannah; George G. Haven and Charles 
Steel, of New York. 

The meeting would have elected fifteen 
directors, but it was found that the charter 
allowed only thirteen. A resolution was 
passed providing that application for an 
amendment allowing fifteen directors be 
made to the secretary of state, and as soon 
as that is done the two other directors will 
be chosen by the board. One of them will 
be President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern, and the other a southern man. 

Mr. John M. Egan, a well-known railroad 
man of the northwest, was elected vice 
president, and as such he will assume 
direct control of the physical operations of 
the property. He will be in Savannah to 
take charge November 15th. His election 
does not in any manner interfere with any 
of the present officials of the road. 


RIGHTS OF THE MINORITY. 


Majority Stockholder Cannot Legally 
Put Property in Receivership. 

The New York court of appeals has ren- 
dered an interesting dec'sion on the right 
of one railroad to acquire the majority of 
the stock in another line and then freeze 
out the minority stockholders. The court 
6ays that the court below erred in decreeing 
a foreclosure which was brought about in 
that way. 

The New York Central had sought to 
foreclose on the New York Northern in that 
Way and the minority stockholders took 
proceedings to prevent the foreclcsure. ‘The 
trial court held aga nst the minority stock- 
Owners and they carried their case up to 
the higher court. The court 2f appeals 
uses some severe language in passing on the 
case. It declares that the lower court 
erred in refusing to accept on the ground 
that it was immaterial certain evidence of- 
fered to show that the New York Central. 
while in control of the other road, had de- 
clined to accept traffic from connections 
Which would have produced a fund wth 
Which to pay the interest due upon the 
bonds in suit; and in rejecting as immateria 
evidence to show that the income of the 
road, which should have been employed to 
pay the interest on the bonds, was used for 
other and improper purposes, . 

In passing upon the questions presented 
the court says: 

“In determining the correctness of the 
rul ngs made by the trial court, it becomes 
necessary to determine incidentally whethe) 
a corporation, purchasing a majority o 
the stock of another competing corporation 
may thus obtain control of its affairs 
cause it to divert the income from its busi- 
ness, or to refuse bus’ness which would en. 
able ‘t to pay the interest for which it was 
in default, and then institute an action ir 
equity to enforce its obligations for the 
purpose of obtaining control-of its property 
at less than its value, to the injury of the 
m'nority stockholders, and they have no 
remedy. Or, in other words, whether e 
court of equity, with those facts established 
would lend its aid to such a stockholder 
by enforcing the mortgage and decreeing a 
foreclosure and sale of the mortgaged prem- 
ises, at its request, in its behalf. and to 
accomplish such a purpose. If it would, 
then the rulings of the tr'al court were 
proper: if not, then the appellants were en- 
titled to prove those facts, and it was error 
to reject the evidence. 

“The principle of these authorities ren- 
ders it quite obvious that a corporation, 
rp rchasing a majority of 'the stock of an- 
other competing one, cannot obtain control 
of its affa'rs, divert the income of its bust- 
ness. refuse business which would enable 
the defaulting company to pay its interest

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Simple but Very Impressive Services 

. at His Home. 

From The New York Times, November 10th. 

Phe funeral of John H. Inman, who died 
Suddenly on Thursday morning, was held 
from his late home, 874 Fifth avenue, at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The services 
were conducted by the Rev. Dr. John Hall, 
Pastor of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
chureh. They were of a very simple, but 
solemn and impressive character. 

The beautiful home was well filled with 
friends and business associates of the dead 
man, among whom were some very well 
known in the business and financial world. 
So many persons called to pay their last 
respects to the dead that it was necessary 
to seat them in both the front and rear 
parlors. The reception rooms, between the 
two parlors, where the coffin lay, was also 
filled to a comfortable capacity. 

When the Rev. Dr. Hall gave utterance to 
words of sympathy the scene was impres- 
sive in the extreme, and many of those 
present gave way to their grief. 

The casket lay in the center of the recep- 
tion room, almost under the grand stair- 
case. It was mahogany, without orna~ 
ment of any kind. The casket was covered 
with large bunches of white roses and white 
chrysanthemums, and several large pots of 
chrysanthemums and palms stood about it. 

Tho widow, children and brothers of Mr. 
Inman were grouped together near the foot 
of the coffin when the Rev. Dr. Hall arose 
to open the service, and near the door lead- 
ing to the basement stood a group of serv- 
ants of the household, solemnly attired in 
black. 

There was impressive silence as Dr. Hall 
arose from the chair he had occupied near 
the casket and announced prayer. W hile 
those present bowed their: heads, the min- 
ister called for the blessing of God on the 
mourners. His words were deeply touwhing. 
At the close of his prayer a quartet, partly 
concealed behind the palms on the staircase, 
sang the hymn, ‘Asleep in Jesus."” The 
melody was sweet and clear. 

At the conclusion of the hymn Dr. Hall 
began his funeral sermon. His words were 
of a sublime and comforting character, and 
contained no reference to refreshen the sor- 
row of the friends and family of the dead 
man. The only utterance bordering on this 
was near the conclusion of his sermon. 
Then he said: 

“J do not intend to say anything in eulogy 
of our friend who has departed. I cannot 
at this time, and were he able to express his 
wish, I know he would not care to have it. 
But I shall say this: He was a man who 
lived in the love of Jesus and he has de- 
parted from us to go to his new birth. I 
shall never forget his eyes, expressive of 
deep interest, as he sat near my pulpit, in 
fact, the nearest to me, owing to an in- 
tirmity in his hearing.’’ 

This was practically the only personal 
reference the clergyman made to the dead 
man, except in a general and consoling 
manner. 

At the close of the sermon the quartet 
“Abide With Me.’’ The benediction 
followed. Before closing Dr. Hall an- 
nounced that ail who desired might em- 
brace the last opportunity of looking upon 
the face of the dead. Many availed them- 
selves of the opportunity oftered. 

The effect of iliness and disease was plain- 
ily discernable upon the features or the 
dead financier. 

The body was taken to Woodlawn on the 
4 o'clock train, attended only by tmmediate 
kindred. The services at Woodlawn were 
very simple and brief.

SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Planters Who Have Been Hurt by the 
Money Lenders Are Deep- 
ly Interested. 


Rome, Ga., November 10.—(Special.)— 
Quite a flutter was caused in legal circles 
today over the decision of the supreme 
court in regard to the long loan cases in 
Pottle versus Lowe, from Jones superior 
court. For many years the long loan com- 
panies have been operating in this part 
of the state and many a-farmer as bee: 
unable to meet the interest and has been 
sold out of house and home. 

A noted instance of inability to meet the 
loan when it came due was that of Cap- 
tain Woolley, whose ginmhouse and all his 
cotton crop were burned not long since. 
He had mortgaged his plantation and when 
the notes fe due he was unable to meet 
them and his plantation was sold and 
passed into the hands of the loan com- 
pany. 

In the opinion of leading lawyers here 
the decision of the supreme court will 
prove to be far-reaching in its effects and 
will give rise to no end of litigation in this 
section where so many farmers have had 
to give up their property. A number of 
companies have been operating here and 
have done a big business throughout this 
part of the state. 

The Contract Let. 


This morning the board of trustees of 
the Rome public schools met and opened 
the bids for rebuilding the colored public 
school building. There were nine bids, the 
highest being $9,995 and the lowest being 
$5,200. 

The firm of Trammel & Broach was the 
lowest bidders, the Morrison-Trammel 
Brick Company joining with them in the 
bid, which was accepted. The contractors 
will be required to give a bond of $5,000 for 
the faithful carrying out of the contract. 

Good Wheat Crops. 

Dr. J. P. Bowdoin was in the city today 
and reports the wheat crops as exceptional- 
ly fine in the Oothcalooga valley. That is 
one of the finest wheat growing sections in 
the state and the planters have put in a 
very large crop during the present season, 

Petition Postponed. 

Today attorneys in the case of J. W. 
Rounsaville and others against Bunn Bros. 
and others, from Cedartown, appeared be- 
fore Judge Hehry with a petition for in- 
junction and receiver. A few days ago 
Bunn Bros., one of the most prominent 
firms in Cedartown, 
buyers, were compelled to file heavy mort- 
gages to protect their creditors. Among 
the latter were Rounsaville & Bro., of 
Rome, and they were not satisfied with 
the arrangements made by Bunn Brus. for 
the protection of the creditors.

With this glad acknowledgement of what 
he was to me I only voice the echoing of 
many another sorrowing heart who with 
me mourns tonight the loss of a tried and 
true friend. If I were asked what consti- 
tuted the remarkable individuality of John 
Inman I should say it was his strong grasp 
of mind, his earnest fixedness of purp%se 
and his patient biding the fruit of labor. 
His mind never slipped, his purpose never 
shifted, his plans were never hurried. He 
had extraordinary facult; ‘cr exhaustive 
comprehension of a sukyxt. What he 
knew he knew thoronghly He had positive 
genius for looking. ‘rom tne beginning to 
the end of almost everything he under- 
took, and when once settled in conviction 
he was as unalterable’{n his course as is 
the planet that moves in its prescribed or- 
bit. This positiveness of character won 
him many a victory, but on the contrary, 
when he was wrong—and no man is infallf- 
ble—he ran the risk of disastrous defeat. 

He was in no sense a man Of half meas- 
ures. While his prejudices were intense his 
attachments were indissoluble. His errors 
were grave, but they were very rare. His 
plans were broad and his triumphs were 
great. He was a big man in the fullest 
sense of that saying. His body was big 
enough for excessive physical encurance, 
and his brain was big enough to solve the 
ceirplex problems of finance and push for. 
ward innumerable: plans of industrial de- 
velopment and commercial enterprise. And 
his heart, that citadel of his noblicst self, 
was big enough to prove a crystal spring 
of kindness to friends, a fathomless foun- 
tain of unfa'ling devotion to his beloveg 
wife and children, and a deep well of wor- 
shipful revenue for God, whose promises 
were the shect anchor of his faith, and 
whose word he strove to make a lamp unto 
his feet.

PAYING CUSTOM DUTIES IN GOLD 


Deficit Increase Suggests To Carlisle 
a Larger Tax on Beer. 

Washington, November 10.—The treasury 
for the first time in several years is re- 
ceiving gold in considerable quantities for 
custom duties. From this reason and from 
the further fact previously mentioned in 
these dispatches that gold is being with- 
drawn from hoarding places and deposited 
in the various sub-treasuries, the gold bal- 
ance at the close of business today had in- 
creased to $122,234,315. 

The present policy of the department is 
to discourage the receipt of gold, as the 
treasury has not on hand, without incon- 
veniencing itself, sufticlemt currency to ex- 
change for all the gold likely to be offered. 
The present treasury balance is $229,803,000, 
of which (exclusive of the $122,000.000 gold) 
$51,851,000 is in greenbacks and $39,471,000 in 
Sherman notes. Only $13,343,000 of silver cer- 
tificates remain in the treasury. The con- 
tinued increase in the deficit is now en- 
gaging the attention of Secretary Carlisle, 
and will be treated of by him in his annual 
report. 

It is rumored that he will recommend an 
increase in the tax on beer, from $1 to $2 
per barrel. This proposition is said to be 
favored by Commissioner Miller. The 
treasury deficit for this month up to date— 
one-third of the month having passed—is 
$4,453,000, making an aggregate since July 
1, 1895, of $37,342,000.

At 
present the bell has hovering over it a 
debt of $2,600, which has been unpaid for 
some time. The executive committee of 
the Columbian Liberty bell committee held 
a meeting for the consideration of the mat- 
ter some time ago. A few days since Mrs, 
Loulie M. Gordon, who will be remember- 
ed aS having done a greater portion of the 
work of getting southern relics for the 
bell, received a report of the committee. 
The report is an interesting document and 
gives the history of the bell and the debt 
which is still unpaid. 

The committee proposes that the debt 
shall be paid and urges the members to do 
what they can toward raising the required 
amount. The most interesting portions of 
the report of the committee are as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Members of the Columbian Lib- 
erty Bell Committee—Your executive com- 
mittee finds that in January, 1894, the Co- 
lumbian Liberty bell committee was in 
debt in the sum of $2,600, the larger part 
thereof to Meneely’s bell foundry, of Troy, 
N. Y¥., for casting the bell, and that it~ 
Meneely’s bell foundry—claimed to be the 
owner of the bell until its debt is paid.”’

“That afterwards the said Ennery ¢on- 
veyed said bell to said company; that said 
McDowell, without any authority to do 
so, also entered into a contract with said 
MeShane Manufacturing Company, by 
which the mame of (Meneely, the maker of 
the bell, was to be removed from the 
game: that the McShane company was to 
make souvenir bells and on the frames 
thereof stamp its name, and the McShane 
company claims that under this unauthor- 
ized contract it manufactured small Dells, 
for which it has never been paid, and that 
its bill therefor {s about $1,500, and adding 
the same to the $2,690 makes the sum of

The colored republicans of Atianta aré 
eager for McKinley plums and will leave 
no stones unturned to capture their full 
share of the spoils when the offices afe dis- 
tributed. 7 

So far the majority of candidates whose 
names have been publicly mentioned for 
political honors under the new administra- 
tion have been white men, but the pres- 
ent indications are that the number of col-, 
ored men who Will enter the field of com- 
petition will far outnumber the white re- 
publicans. 

Jackson McHenry, the chairman of the 
republican executive committee of Fulton 
county, was seen yesterday in regard to 
the plans of the colored men for obtaining 
a division of thé offices that are to be did- 
tributed. He said that the republicans of 
his race would in all probability act as a 
unit in presenting their claims for reward 
for party services. He said that while it 
would not be their policy to antagonize 
the white men of,the party they would cer- 
tainly endeavor by every means in their 
power to obtain the proportion of offices 
which their numberof votes deserved: He 
said that as officés were <suafly distributed 
in recognition of party service he thought 
the colored men would receive atlarge pro- 
portion of the offices. 

McHenry said that he did not believe 
there would be a single colored candidate 
for postmaster of Atlanta, for United 
States district attorney, for United States 
marshal or for collector of interna]. reve- 
nues, but that they would probably try for 
every other office In the category. 

McHenry is a candidate for the office of 
collector of customs. He will present as 
one of his strongest claims to tthe position 
his service to the republican party as chair- 
man of the Fulton county executive com- 
mittee, which pogition he has held for eight 
years. Another argument McHenry wil! 
present is that his ward in Atlanta, the 
fourth, went for McKinley, and is the only 
ward in Atlanta that went republican. Of 
the total 550 votes 418 were negroes in the 
fourth ward. 

It is not improbable that colored repubti- 
cans will apply for one of the assistant 
United States attorneyships. It is said that 
both of them will be sought by colored men. 

Among colored men whose names havé 
been mentioned as applicants for places in 
the United States building are H. A. Ruck- 
er, C. C. Wimbish and L. J. Price.

The conditions 
in corn are not such as to warrant any- 
thing important in the way of an advance, 
so that the booming characteristics of an- 
other commodity exerts scarcely any in- 
fluence. Mary corn opened from 29% to 
29%%c, sold between 29% and 29%c, closing at 
29% @29%c—%@%c higher than yesterday.

Oats rose proportionately to the strength 
derived from the other gains. A reasonably 
fair business ws transacted. May oats 
closed %c higher than yesterday, Cash 
oats were firm and c higher.

Atlanta, November 10.—The inspiration 
for the advance in wheat came from the 
other side. Liverpool opened strong at ld 
up and closed 1d higher than yesterday. 
Foreigners have been good buyers in the 
market and have sent strong cables re- 
garding the cuntinuation of drought in 
India and Australia. The home conditions 
have also been strong, Northwestern re- 
ceipts are small, and there is a good cash 
demand in St. Lowis and other winter 
wheat markets. A sale here of four cars of 
No, 2 red wag reported at 10c over the De- 
cember price. There was considerable sel- 
ling in May, probably a great deal by 
northwest elevator people. December, how- 
ever, has been offered very sparingly the 
entire session. This future is in control 
of the bulls, and there seems little dis- 
position to sell short the nearby delivery 
on ‘account of the strong cash situation. 
Bradstreet’s made an increase in the 
world’s visible of 3,300,000 bushels. Clear- 
ances aggregated about 260,000. Official 
world’s wheat shipments to Europe amount- 
ed to about 6,5,000 bushels.

Ticket Brokers’ Litigation Was Concluded 
Yesterday in Superior Court. 


ROBINSON CASE IS PENDING 


Grand Jury Meets Friday and Mon- 
day Morning the Criminal Supe 
rior Court Convenes. 


An interesting civil litigation which has 
been pending in the superior court for 
several days was concluded yesterday, and 
a verdict was rendered in favor of the 
plaintif?. 

Several months ago E. E. Kirby and W. 
W. Moore filed suit against J. M. Swan- 
son asking for injunction and the award 
of $1,000 damages. All the parties at issue 
are ticket brokers and the result of the 
legal fight has been watched with interest 
by the ticket scalpers of the city, 

Last summer, before the exposition, J. 
M. Swanson was a member of the Amer- 
ican Ticket Brokers’ Association and was 
doing a cut-rate ticket business in the 
eity. On October 1st he sold his member- 
ship in the association to E, E. Kirby for 
$1,500, with the agreement that he would not 
engage in a similar business,” At least, 
this is what the plaintiffs alleged. Kirby 
says the chief inducement in buying the 
membership ticket was Swanson’s agree- 
ment not to go into business again. 

The petition shows that on October 9th 
Kirby sold the membership to E. 8. Pratt. 
On August 25th Pratt sold the membership 
to W. W. Moore, who on September 2d 
sold one-half interest in the business, ex-~- 
cept the membership, to E. E. Kirby. 

It is alleged that Swanson opened a 
ticket office on September Ist, notwith- 
standing his agreement. Swanson says the 
business was not his own, but he was only 
employed as a clerk, 

Kirby and Moore say they were dam- 
aged by Swanson entering business to the 
extent of $1,000. They also asked that 
Swanson be enjoined from conducting a 
ticket business. The injunction was grant- 
ed by Judge Lumpkin at the time the pe- 
tition was first filed. 

Yesterday a permanent injunction was 
allowed and the jury returned a verdict 
for damages against Swanson and in favor 
of the plaintiffs in the sum of $400 dam- 


ages. 
Robinson Case Still Pending. 

The Robinson case is still pending in the 
first division of the city court before 
Judge Re'id and additional testimony was 
introduced yesterday. 

The case will doubtless gg to the jury 
some time today. Robinson, who was well 
known here, died about two years ago in 
the city stockade, and the Massachusetts 
Benefit Life Association, in which he car- 
ried $5,000 insurance, refused to pay the 
policy, alleging that Robinson was intem- 
perate and had secured the policy by mak- 
ing false answers to the questions pro- 
pounded,
